ABSTRACT OF THE DISCLOSURE 


A time administrator includes (a) a first unit which acts as a clock and 
transmits a first signal indicative of a standard time, (b) a second unit which 
makes access to the first unit and receives the first signal, (c) a third unit which 
judges whether a system for adjusting a current time is adapted and further 
whether the system is to be applied to the standard time, and (d) a fourth unit 
which, when the third unit judges that the system is to be applied to the standard 
time, carries out a specific operation to the standard time, and transmits a second 
signal indicative of the result of the operation as a current time, and which, when 
the third unit judges that the system is not to be applied to the standard time, 
transmits a third signal without carrying out the operation which third signal is 
indicative of the standard time as a current time. 
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
